WE CAN 'T GET IT-YOU SHAN T HAVE IT. 

The fact that the Progrewivi' party has deter- 
mined to put out candidates for Couki t "s through- 
out the Nation in 1914 shows tluit tlie party, as a 
party, is the implacable enemy o£ the Republican 
party. It Is hardly possible for the Progressives 
to elect more than a score, and probably not more 
than a dozen Congressmen in the United States, in 
lact they do not expect to win, except in a small 
number of districts. Yet, ^hey propose to have a 
candidate in eaeh district. Why so"? The answer 
is easy. By this method they make it possible for 
mapy Democrats to win, who otherwise would have 
no ebanee. ^enee the main plank in this platform 
— "We can't get it— You shan't liave it " Tlie con- 
duct of the Progressives in this respect is another 
demonstration of the tmth of the oft-repeated 
statement, "one time friends, when estranged, make 
the most bitter enemies." In the August Primary, 
1913, the progressives polled less than 10,000 votes 
in Kentucky out of a voting poulation of more than 
450,000, and outside of Ww city ol" Louisville they 
did not make a decent showing. Notwithstanding 
this, the State organisation of the party das deter- 
mineed to have a candidate in each of tiie 11 Con- 
gressional districts of the State, and also a can- 
didate for United States Senator. Tliey do not 
expect to win, and they do not expect to make a res- 
pectable showing outside of Louisville, liut they do 
expect to make certain the defeat of a<« many He 
publicans as possible. We can linrtliy believe that 
the rank and file of the Progressive party, especial- 
ly here in Laurel County, are in favor of t-liis policy 
purely of revenge and retaliation, and they should 
not allow themselves to be used as a "cat's paw'' 
by the leaden of that party merely to satiate .their 

desire fov rewnjre. 

With the Republicans and Progressive united. 
We could elect a United States Senator from Ken- 
tucky. If the Progrc.s.sive8 continue their policy 
of retaliation and helping the Democrats to defeat 
Republicans, what sort of race would Col. Roose- 
velt make for President on the Republican ticket in 
191 ()? It is the I)elief of many that Roosevelt would 
not be averse to accepting the Republican nomin- 
ation in 1916, upon a platform acceptable to both 
wings of the party, but if this is to be hoped for 
the Progressive party will have to change its atti- 
tude toward the Republicans, else by 191ti Roose- 
velt's name will be a poor shibboleth around which 
Republicans could rally. 

As for the Kleventli distiict, the RepuMicans 
have nothing to fear. A Repulilioan nomination 
here ia equivalent to an election. In many counties 
of the district the Progressive p;irty has no organ- 
isation and practically no following at all, and none 
of any consequence in any county. In this district 
very few Republieana ever contemplated leaving 
the party, and most of those who did, have returU' 
ed. — London (Ky.) Echo, Republican.
